Sacramento Woman Discusses 
Plan For Establishing 
County Institution 


A discussion in regard to the feasi­ 
bility of establishing a county library 
in Orange county featured the Fourth 
District 
Congress 
of 
Mothers 
and 
Parent-Teachers’ 
Association j 
executive board meeting on Saturday; 
afternoon at the Intermediate school. 
Mrs. G. H. Goodale of Anaheim, the 
Fourth 
District president, 
occupied 
the chair, 
Several matters of importance came 
before the board. 
Mrs. May Dexter Henshall of Sac 
rumen to, the 
school and 
county li­ 
brary organizer for California, gave 
a very complete presentation of the 
county library plan. 
“The county library plan,’’ said Mrs. 
Henshall, “began la 1909. The school 
libraries were greatly handicapped by 
lack of funds, and lite city libraries 
catering only to the city and town 
people, the rural districts were almost 
entirely cut off from library privil­ 
eges. The state library was unable to 
reach everyone, so in IDU a law was 
passed 
enabling 
county 
boards of 
supervisors to tax th** districts out 
side the towns and cities to enable 
these outside districts to avail them­ 
selves of the books in lite stale Ii 
brary. The headhunters of these coun­ 
ty libraries are a t the county seats, 
and 
wherever 
possible 
are 
in the 
courthouse, so that no rent need be 
paid. Tile towns having libraries are 
in no way affected, as they become a 
part of the county library system only 
by application for membership. 
In HGI and 1912 the school law 
was amended to let the schools be 
come a ptirt of the county library sys­ 
tem. There are now 
lion schools iii 
California 
that belong. 
The county 
sonool superintendents in session at 
Yosemite tlilts summer declared this 
cooperation 
between Hie 
state and 
the schools the greatest advance in 
education in recent years.” 
As an example of the benetlts to 
the schools, Mrs. Henshall cited Sis­ 
kiyou county. 
There are Bt* school 
districts in the county, aud each dis­ 
trict 
had available $!50 for library 
funds each year. By pooling 
these 
funds, a sum of practically 
was 
available for books, and through the* 
countv library each school, instead of 
having thirty dollars' worth of new 
lx>oks available each year, has af its 
disposal a ^G,4HH) library of new books 
yearly. 
j 
Supplementary lmoks of every va­ 
riety, as well its maps, charts, globes 
and magazines are available through 
t ll its system. Mrs. Henshall stated that 
in Siskiyou county each school lias 
three magazines en* ii month, the al­ 
most univetsal choice being The Na­ 
tional Geographic, Popular Mechanics, 
aud St.. Nicholas.

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EXCESSIVE EXPORTS 


. Evidence accum ulates th at in 
the 
export trade which \fas so great 
a 
cause of satisfaction in the early war 
years, the American people have been 
having too much of a good thing. The 
latest, aud perhaps most trustw orthy, 
witness in tliia m atter is the Federal 
Reserve Board, which ought to under 
stand American financial conditions if 
anybody does. 
The board declares that exports 
have had more to do w ith causing 
high price# than has currency infla 
lion. 
The great volume of exports, the 
board explains, “has given rise to a 
situation which is conveniently de­ 
scribed aa a 
favorable’ balance of 
trade because of the large excess of 
good# exported above those imported, 
leaving a resulting balance of indebt 
•dues* to be met. 
“Looking at the m atter from 
the 
point of view of the ordinary Ameri. 
can consumer, however, the effect of 
such a ‘favorable’ balance of trade is 
far from favorable for him. Buying bv 
the A merican consum er in competi­ 
tion 
with 
the 
export 
dem and un 
doubtedly has been a major cause of 
rising prices in the post war period 
in the United States.” 
Strong corroborative evidence 
is 
found in the fact that goods whose 
prices have risen most in this country 
are precisely the kinds of goods ex­ 
ported 
in greatest 
volume, namely, 
foodstuffs. 
Contrary to the usual American 
attitude, therefore, there is considera­ 
ble 
satisfaction 
expressed 
because 
such exports have fallen ofT in the 
last two months. This decrease may 
have been the leading factor in check­ 
ing the rise of prices. Then 
along 
comes 
th e 
government 
campaign 
against profiteering, followed by the 
new’ harvest, and prices really begin 
to tumble. 


A MIDDLE GROUND 


All public action is a compromise 
of opinions and Interests. It is so in 
domestic legislation, and it must nec­ 
essarily be so in a treaty. 
For months the controversy over 
th e peace treaty , has been a battle 
between extrem ists. At last there is a 
prospect 
of 
senators 
and 
citizens 
meeting on middle ground and agree­ 
ing to a <omproini»e which will pre­ 
serve the chief merits of the treaty 
and at 
the sam e time allay honest 
fears ami partisan hostility. 
This compromise requires, on one 
side, the surrender of the demand for 
ratification of the treaty without qual­ 
ification of any sort, and on the other 
aide, the surrender of all demands for 
textual am endm ents th at would en 
danger its acceptance by the 
other 
powers. It means the ratification of 
the text as it stands, 
with 
explana 
tory “reservations” setting forth 
to 
w hat extent the United States 
will 
consider itself bound by the provis 
Ions th a t have aroused most criticism 
in this country. 
It looks at present as if the 
so 
called 
‘ mild 
reservationists” 
will 
w in. T hey a re th e middle-ground se n a­ 
to rs of both parties. W hether 
from 
patriotism 
or 
party expediency, or 
both, they seem capable at last of act­ 
ing to g ether. T h ey form a balance of 
pow er th a t can dom inate th e situa­ 
tion. Some of the “ b itte re n d ” oppo­ 
n en ts of the treaty, who sought to kill 
it entirely, have given up. or 
will 
be obliged to give up. T h e President 
an d his group, favoring absolute and 
unqualified 
approval of 
the 
treaty, 
m ust also yield, to the extant of ac­ 
cep tin g 
a set of 
reservations mild 
enough not to cripple the League of 


N ations. 
Both sides can afford to do this. 
P rese n t 
action 
is 
not 
irrevocable. 
T h ere will doubtless be tim e and op­ 
portunity hereafter, as there has been 
in the case of the Constitution of the 
U nited 
S tates, to 
make 
w hatever 
am endm ents experience proves to be 
deeim ble 
either 
to 
stren g then or 
w eaken th e hoods of the league.

Modern business has begun to 
awaken to 
tile 
commercial im­ 
portance of good English. 
It is 
pretty generally understood nowa­ 
days that advertisements, letters, 


pamphlets, bulletins and descrip­ 
tive circulars which are expressed 
in correct, simple, clear-cut E ng­ 
lish make no small contribution to 
tile m aintenance and upbuilding of 
good will—the greatest single a s­ 
set that any kind of commercial 
enterprise can accumulate. 
Many progressive concerns are 
therefore taking steps to improve 
th e quality of the English used in 
all written communications bear­ 
ing their imprint. 
In several or­ 
ganizations classes in English are 
being held for selected groups of 
employes on company time and at 
company cost. 
Other 
firms 
are 
trying to accomplish the sam e re­ 
sult by making 
eo-operative 
a r­ 
rangem ents with schools and col­ 
leges of established 
reputation. 
Still other concerns are reiving on 
th e controlling counsel of a super 
visor of cornesiMindence. whose 
function is to point out errors in 
the use of English and suggest bet­ 
ter ways of expressing the same 
thought. 
And there is usually ex­ 
ecutive pressure, which finds ex­ 
pression in one way or another, to 
help the good work along. 
AH this is as it should be. for 
the need of instruction in English 


is clearly very great, despite the 
effective teaching which is being 
done in m ost of our schools and 
colleges. 
First of all. the m atter th at 
bears your firm’s letterhead is a 
potential business builder. 
It follows, therefore, 
that 
the 
pronoun ‘ you” and “your” should 
be used oftener than tile pronoun 
” 1,” "my.” “me.” “we,” “our” and 
“us.” 
The "you" point of view, if 
it sincerely pervades the w ritten 
comm unication as a whole, helps 
to maintain a tone of friendly in­ 
terest in the problems and needs 
of the reader. 
T he third m atter which now pre­ 
sents itself for comment 
is 
the 
m atter of correctness, gram m ati­ 
cal and rhetorical correctness—the 
mechanics of expression. 
It is as­ 
tonishing how widespread is tho 
need for training 
in 
phases of 
English which we like to believe 
are adequately taught in gram m ar 
school to say nothing about high 
school and college. 
To recapitulate 
altogether too 
large a proportion 
of 
business 
men and women (whatever their 
previous academic 
training) 
ai>- 
parently have yet to learn th at 
logical thinking, sound psychology, 
correctness of expression and sim ­ 
plicity of style ar° exceedingly im ­ 
portant aspects of good English; 
and good English is now and will 
continue to bo good business.

Change Water’s Flavor 
&

At Huntington Beach 
et railroad. 
HUNTINGTON BEACH, Sept. 15 — 
The m ystery of the radical change in 
the flavor of the w ater from well No. 
3 of the H untington Beach W ater Co., 
which has caused so much complaint 
among water-consum ers in the city, 
has been explained, and dry w eather 
is the cause assigned. 
The m atter was taken up with the 
State Board of H ealth by the W ater 
Co., and a letter received from C. G. 
Gillespie, 
director 
of the bureau of 
sanitary engineering 
of 
that 
body; 
states that it is common for the V a te r 
in wells near the ocean to turn brack­ 
ish in dry years. 
Normally the fresh 
w ater strata outcrop som ew here un­ 
der the ocean, and as long as there is 
plenty of fresh w ater in the stra ta the 
salt w ater will not get back into the 
well; but where the well is operated 
at long periods at a w ater level lower 
than that of the ocean, there is bound 
to be a flow of salt w ater tow ards the 
well, which will ultim ately reach it. 
Mr. Gillespie also says that the high 
chlorine and hardness indicates a sub­ 
stantial mixture of salt and fresh wa­ 
ter in the well, and that there is noth­ 
ing harmful to health in the ingredi­ 
ents found in the water, but the pres­ 
ence of the salt water makes it dis­ 
agreeable to the taste.

By Scientists 


On Septem ber IO. 102:5, Santa Ana 
and all of Southern California will be 
privileged to w itness a total eclipse 
of the sun. 
The central point of the 
shadow path on the Pacific coast will 
fall about seven miles soul beast ol 
San Diego, ar Todos Santos hay. Mex­ 
ico. 
Already astronom ers are making 
plans tor establishing observing sta­ 
tions to record scientific observations 
of the phenomenon in Lower Califor­ 
nia. 
Prof. AV. W. Campbell of the Lick 
observatory on Mount Hamilton, in a 
letter to a San Diego friend, published 
iii the San Diego Union, gives advance 
information of the total obscuration 
of the sun: 
‘ As the heavenly phenomenons have 
a reputation for arriving exactly on 
time, it is confidently predicted many 
visitors from other parts of the coun­ 
try will h a vo an opportunity to wit­ 
ness the moon’s passage across the 
face of the sun. 
This prediction 
is 
made with all the 
more 
confidence 
since the w eather bureau’s statistics 
of sunshine make it probable that the 
day will be clear. 
‘‘Professor Campbell’s letter to Dr. 
Mead follows: 
" I wonder if you know that San 
Diego is to have a total solar eclipse 
on Septem ber IO. 192:1. only four years 
from now. 
The path of totality passes 
southeasterly across Mexico, the cen­ 
tral point of the shadow path on the 
west coast falling at Todos Santos 
bay. some Tri miles southeast of San 
Diego. 
However, the shadow path is 
wide enough to include San Diego well 
within its northern edge. 
“ ‘The computations made 
by 
the 
staff of the American 
Nautical 
Al­ 
manac. tinder the auspices of Hie U. 
S. naval observatory, fixes the tim e of 
tit? beginning of tile to ta l'p h a s e for I 
San Diego at 12.'T G and the end of t h e ! 
total phase at 1:00.3; that is. the total j 
eclipse will last about two m inutes 40 
seconds. The moon will partially cover 
the sun during an hour or more pre­ 
ceding the total phase and an hour 
or more following the total phase. 
‘‘ ‘The phases of partial eclipse are 
not interesting, but a total eclipse is 
'an exceedingly attractive natural pile-j 
nomenon. in which the people of San 
Di^go and vicinity .will 
experience) 
great pleasure, clear skies perm uting i 
i observation. 
The times which I have 
quoted are Pacific standard time. eight 
hours lower than 
Greenwich

“ it is possible that some astronomi­ 
cal expeditions will be located at or j 
near San Dfecro, ’ it till* is not cor-.

“ If the unfortunate political dis­ 
turbances no longer exist in Mexico 
in 1922 th nre will doubtless be many 
astronomical expeditions to the path 
* of totality in central Mexico. 
“ I tlrn k the people of your city

of the-e facts and you are at full lib­ 
e r t y to furnish them to your news­
